T he P roh ib ition ists C lahn T heir C ause Is

‘‘Prohibitionists feel that their cause has 
been greatly streneth-iued by the election In

Tex.%8 election will be an increased vote for the 
Democrats in 18S8. 
Almost the entire negro 
population voted asrainst prohibition. 
They 
v o t e d under the leadership of Democratic poli- 
ticians.and these men are too shrewd not to hold 
on to this vote over which they have in this man­ 
ner g ained partial control. The Prohibitionists 
c o u n t on having the colored vote of the south 
Rcatnst them. 
And w hile they will jfain their 
n ia in streng th from the white Democrats thry 
w ill not win over the politicians and wire pullers 
the party.

EVIL HIDDEN IN ICED TEA- 


A tlvice T hat Ice and A ll I>ecoctIons It E n ters 
I 
Into H e-Shunned. 
I From tho New York Morniag J ournal,

The neces.sity for fruquont draughts of pure 
water wlien the temperature ranges from eig hty 
I to a hundred degrees in the sliade has led to a 
free and widespread use of ice as a meaus of 
cooling drinking water. 
ice is an excellent thing in its place and even 
a groat necessity, but it is a grave question 
whether, as used in connection with drinking 
water, it is not productivo of serious disturb­ 
ances to the functional and organic processes of 
the human system. 
; 
Thirst is the expres.sion of a call of the l)odily 
tissues for water. 
'I'his necossity for the intro- 
^ auction of water into the blood and so to iniiiio- 
diate contact with the tissures is expressf^d by 
a reflex nervous action in the tliroat, giving rise 
j to the sensation of thirst. 
In a normal condi­ 
tion of the mucous membrane of the throat this 
call f» )r something to drink is never manifested 
unless there is a general demand on the part of 
the sA'stem for the intrf>du<‘tion of water. 
The iinmediate action of applications of iee- 
water internally or externally is to constringe 
the local capiUary blood vessels and, under the 
law of reaction, as soon as the a])plication 
ceases there ensues a congested condition of the 
same blood vesi^els—a condition in Avhich tliere 
is an unnatural and undue <iuantity of blood in 
the parts which have been subjected to the ap­ 
plication. 
It is a well known fact that on a warm day 
j those persons who take iee-wator never seeiii 
to be able to get enough to satisfy their thirst, 
and the more they drink the more tney want to 
drink. 
A g lass of ice-water is very grateful on 
a hot day, but every little wliile the same 
thirsty, parched feeling in tho throat is ex­ 
perienced, and the ico pitcher is resorted to, 
and this is continued at frequent int^irvals 
throug hout the day. 
Tho real deeds and necc's- 
sitses of tho body and the thirst consequent 
thereupon would fie im m ediately relieved by 
drinking of tepid water or even hot water. 
The injurious effects of drinking ico water, 
however, do not cease with simple congestion of 
the throat, for they are far more complicated 
and serious.

From the New York J ournal. 
While talking upon Scottish disasters the Tay 
bridge came up, which was wrecked about five 
or six years ago. 
A Scotchman on board re­ 
plied: 
uIt has been rebuilt, because the loss of 
it was working a terrible injury to Dundee and 
the towns north of the Tay and the Forth. 
Those towns have got into the manufacturing 
business and are on the seaboard, but they can 
no longer depend upon their society for the ne­ 
cessities of modern business, even in an island 
as small as Great Britain. 
That disaster was 
the most terrible in the history of Scotland, and 
lost about seventy lives, and 
110 one remained to 
tell the bile. 
They have repaired the bridge, 
however, at four or five times its original cost, 
the expense showing the great necessity for it, 
though it does not save many hours. 
At the 
same time they have opened a bridge across the 
Itiver Forth, so as to bring Perth and the towns 
above Edinburgh within reach of the shipping 
and manufacturing districts. Iu the meantime, 
Liverpool has built a tunnel under the Mersey 
river, which is nearly as wide as the Hudson at 
New York. 
This tunnel is understood to bo an 
independent corporation. 
It puts Liverpeol in 
direct communication with the southern shores 
of Wales, instead of compelling a detour of 
fiftoen or twenty miles up the Mersey. 
Surely, 
if the Mersey can bo tunneled to avoid such a 
little distance as this, it will pay to tunnel the 
Hudson river, which lias 110 bridge over it for 
150 m iles.”

At a distance St. Petersburg ap p ears as a long 
and narrow gray line or belt lying along the 
horizon, and rising from it sev eral gilded sp ires 
ar d domes catch the suniight and burn v iv idly. 
The slender sp ire of the Admiralty, amongst 
others, strikes the eye notably; but* the great 
gilded dome of St. Isaac's cathedral is both 
glowing and yiajestie.

At nearer ap p roach the misty band of city re­ 
solv es itself into ship p ing and p iers, into 
houses and large buildings, and sp ires and 
domes surmounting consp icuous edifices be­ 
token churches, the Admiralty or monasteries. 
I hese last one learns to recognize before reach­ 
ing 8t. Petersburg, for they occur elsewhere; 
an i that of St, Sergius is esp ecially noticeable, 
somewhat in the direction of Peterhof. 
Then 
the isev a widens, the Uieaborg lies at her quay 
an l the p assengers become small p arts of the 
great new world of life they hav e entered. And 
here, as the luggage is landed to undergo a sec­ 
ond v isitation of the customs’ agents—the first 
hav ing been made at Abo, in the Grand Duchy 
of 1*inland—p assp orts are returned to their 
owners in the office of the steamship on the 
floating wharf at Vasili Ost.ro (Basil’s Island). 
Of course the tourist is attracted by p latoons 
of driv ers or droskies, wearing as a uniform a 
low bell crown hat and a sort of ro b e d c eft a m­ 
o ve, reaching to near the feet and confined at the 
waist with a belt or girdle of some sort. 
One 
now begins to realize that he is isolated, if not 
alone, for the Russian language, and ev en its 
characters, are all strange. 
But p antomime 
and linger language exp lain something, the p o­ 
sition of p ersons and luggage sometimes more, 
ana the name of the hotel rep eatedly declared 
comp letes the chap ter, and soon things are in 
motion and the desired hotel is reached. 
And it 
is well if the tourist choose the Hotel de 1 'E u­ 
rop e, which is centrally situated, has a lift and 
excellent rooms and ap artments and a cap ital 
restaurant At once the p assp ort, d efen so r in ­ 
n o cen t i u rn , 
is demanded to satisfy and gratify 
the yearning of the p olice dep artment, and if it 
be once more found to be cn reg ley its owner— 
I was going to say its holder—is free to make 
himself acquainted with the wonders of the 
City of St. x eter (of l« ussia). 
But at his side 
beyond the p recincts of the hotel, the va lel d e 
p la c e must be his shadow, as he must also be his 
agent and linguistic intermediary,ev en with Mur­ 
ray and Baedeker in his hand. ‘ For the second 
time he feels his help lessness in the absence of 
a knowledge of the Knssian language, and his 
dep endence up on a guide who may misstate 
facts and figures, esp ecially of money, at ev ery 
turn. 
His op p ortunities are infinite', his tenip *- 
tations great, his yielding to them almost the 
rule; and yet the well-read, intelligent tourist 
is more than a match for most of these gentry, 
who know when they find their master. 
But 
self defense is weak in money dealings, in p ay­ 
ment of fares, of tea-money, or bribes, or fees 
for serv ices not rendered, or tickets, frequently 
issued without charge, 
giv ing admission to 
p ublic p laces or buildings. 
Let the seeker of 
knowledge, therefore, himself p ay each item as 
it p resents itself, and on no account allow the 
g 
uide to bo his creditor until the end of the 
av . 
In some instances, howev er, the French and 
German languages are sp oken, and here their 
emp loyment is eminently agreeable, as it 
stores indep endence; but while in these

fortress up on the Nev a stands the Cathedral of 
Saints Peter and Paul, the burial-p lace of some 
of the Czars, and near it the Arsenal, a museum 
of artillery; and in that p art of the eitv , not 
far from the Admiralty, rises that magnificent 
temp le, St. Isaac's Cathedral, the sp lended 
gilded dome of which is the harbinger and 
beacon of the dwellers up on the terrestrial or 
aqueous p lane surrounding i t 
To understand St. Petersburg and Russia, 
it is necessary to be familiar with the Greek 
church, its organization, and it« relation to the 
temp oralities; for the Czar is its head as weil as 
Emp eror, and its authority ré acknowledged, 
and its dev otional asp ect reflected from ev en the 
meanest classes of the p op ulation. 
Monasteries 
about d, more or less richly endowed; cathe­ 
drals and churches are ev er op en, and resound­ 
ing w th the deep toned bass v oices of p riests 
and chanters, and shrines, with ico tts (gacred 
p ictures), are scattered widely in towns—are not 
absent in the rural districts—and command and 
secure from dev out p assers a dobbingof the hat, 
a self-crossing, the ‘offering of a short p rayer, 
and the p lacing of an o b o lu s 
in the yearning 
coffer beneath i t 
And all this is besides what 
v isibly characterizes its p resence in p riv ate 
houses of the better classes and the dwellings 
of the p oor. 


H a g g a r d , C o o p e r a u d V e rn e . 
F ro m t.be New Y ork H erald. 
Mr. Rider Haggard is a cross between Feni- 
more Coop er and Jules Verne. 
He has some­ 
thing of the American's lov e of nature and 
the closeness of observ ation and something of 
the Frenchman’s lov e of the marv elous and 
p ower of dep icting i t 
He will nev er be a 
classic in the sense that Coop er is one. 
He is 
too melodramatic for that, too v iolent, too little 
a master in breadth of v iew as well as in truth 
of detail. 
In fact, his adv entures, attractiv e as 
the p ublic find them, hav e an air of burlesque 
which at once suggests the likeness to Jules 
Verne and the notion that the w riter is laugh­ 
ing in his sleev e at the ap p etite of the p ublic for 
the monstrous yarns ho offers to i t 
The last yarn is among the most exciting, and 
is, p erhap s, the most p rep osterous of the whole. 
It is called “Allan Quartermain,” and it p ur­ 
p orts to be an account of the adv entures of that 
p erson “in comp any with S ir H a iry Cu rtis, 
Ma rt., Co mma n d n - Jo h n Go o d , R. N., 
and one 
Un u lo p o a a a s 
.” “On * Umslo p o g a a s” 
is a friend­ 
ly Zulu chief, and he is p ossibly the most strik­ 
ing figure of the group . 
H e'is, at all ev ents, 
indisp ensable to its safety, and throughout the 
book its liv eliest interest attends whatev er he 
does and says. 
He is, in fact, a kind of African 
Ch in g e,ch g o o k 
or Un xa s, and stands much in the 
same relation to the white adv enturers, his com­ 
p anions, that those last of the Mohicans bear to 
Deer sieg er or Lea th er Slo ckin g . 


S tr e n g th o f th e R u s s ia n A rm y. 
F ro m th e L ondon Tim es. 
Tho official rep ort of the Russian army, lately 
p ublished, contains the following p aticulars: 
On the 1st of January, 1880, there were 8 24,- 
762 men, including 8 ,000 v olunteers, in the 
army. 
Tho reserv e amounted to 1600,8 15 in 
addition, thus making a total of 2,-125,577 
Eoldier* whom Russia could bring into the field 
at need. 
In Germany the maximum of the 
regular army aud the Landwelir combined is 
comp uted 
at 
1,8 00,000 
men. 
Moreov er, 
Russia has at its disp osal 1,160,000 militia 
liable to bo called up on in time of war to re­ 
cruit tho ranks of the regular army. 
The num ­ 
ber of young men annually liable to the con­ 
scrip tion is 8 52,000, of whom about one-half 
are exemp ted by lo t 
If the term of serv ice 
were reduced from fiv e to three years the State 
would in a short time be able to hav e 4,000,- 
000 regular troop s without hav ing recourse 
to the military reserv es. 
Tho Russian journals 
refer with jubilation to the p ractically inex­ 
haustible rosourses an comp ared with other 
countries. 
At p resent there is no such thing as 
a force of irreguliars, but is p ointed out that 
nucklei for troop s of that descrip tion exist in 
amp le measure among the tribes of Central Asia, 
of the Caucasua and of the Trans-Casp ain p rov ­ 
inces.

Tho shallow, stormy German ocean, breaking 
in ceaseless beauty on its white sands, is al ­ 
ways a p icture. 
Its waters, often mixed with 
sand, always in storms, make up in fine color 
what it lacks in transp arency—from p ale blue 
to warm red in the water-shadows, yellowish 
foam, and yet withal gray and harmonious. 
In 
high winds it breaks miles from the shore when 
all the light in the p icture seems to be in the 
mass of rushing, 
foaming 
water; then if 
through this comes the black hull and russet 
sails of a fishing-boat, making for a p lace— 
sudden death to any other model—it is indeed a 
p icture. 
The size of these boats make them 
most useful; large enough to comp ass well, and 
yet their feeling and p athos not last in too 
great ev idence of safety. 
The almost daily 
going and coming of the fishers from the few 
v illages, the dep arture for the herring-fishing, 
with the group s of disconsolate wiv es and 
sweethearts, the rise and fall of the tido, with 
its ceaseless change of color and conformation, 
are a nev er- failing source of interest.

New Y ork M ail and E xp ress. 
The boys of the National Guard, who hav e 
sp ent their week in camp at Peekskill, declare 
that cold coffee is the most sustaining and the 
safest of drinks. 
In sp eaking of tho matter 
with the surgeon of one of the regiments re­ 
cently, a rep orter for the Jfa il vn d Exp ress 
was 
told that for tho tourist aud the ap ortsmsn cold 
coffee was quite as good as for the marching 
soldier. 
“io n see.’" said the surgeon, “in p la­ 
ces where food is scarce or bad, coffee p rev ents 
typ hus fev er by counteracting rap id waste of 
the tissues. 
There is no more dangerous in­ 
ternal waste than that caused by fatigue, inas­ 
much as the v itality is too low to throw it off, 
and thus all the liv ing stuff in the body is 
p oisoned by what is dead. 
I hav e seen p ersons 
suffering from symp toms of v iolent p oisoning 
before now, simp ly because they had walked 
more then their strength would bear.

excursionists, and all p ersons out on holiday 
trip s would fill up their flasks with cold coffee 
instead of drinking water, they would nev er be 
troubled by a rap id using up of their bodies.”
